I think lie is very dignified, and 
wise as any bird. 


It is a poor return for the service of this 


)ird that we should say " silly as a goose." 
*t has frenly given its eggs, and even its 
flesh for our tables, for I don't know how 
hundred years, and yet we slander it. Not 
contented with baking, roasting, and stuff- 
ing him. not satisfied with stealing his feath- 
ers every year to stuff our pillows, and Ills 
quills to write with, and lo make into orna- 
ments, we have made his name a synonym 
for stupidity. This is all wron-. He is not 
a coward, lie is ready to tight, even with 
a swan, which is ever so much bigger than 
he is. In Russia they have trained ganders 
to fight as some people do cocks. 
Anybody, 


who has studied history, knows that the 
cackling of geese saved Rome, for which 
the Romans are duly grateful, hut the 
French hate geese to this day, lor their iu- 
teiference in the plans of their ancestors. 


Tbe Romans fed their geese intended for 


tlie table, with figs drenched with wine, aud 
the despised birds long had the place of 
honor on royal tables. He is thought 
enough of, as soon as his neck is wrung, 
you see, aud roast goose ou Michaelmas 
Day, is to this day, the thing in England. 
Geese live to a great age, it is said as much 
eighty or a hundred years, and when well 
treated they become much attached to their 
owners. 
5Tou have probably read tbe story 


of Ihe gander io Geitnany, which was in 
the habit of leading an old blind womau to 
church. 
He soized the hem of hor dress and

He set.offatoncefor an old bam, in 
which the owuer found the rest of tbe flock. 
The gander had crawled out through a hole 
n the floor, and went to his master to have 
the family released. 


Theie is another instance of wisdom ic 


this bird. The geese in Richmond Park, iu 
England, finding that the water rats dis- 
-urbed their nests, made their nests in the 
trees after that, and when the little oues 
were hatched, they brought them to the 
ground one by one, under their wings. 


lu France the skin of geese is stripped off 


and prepared for clothing; with the down 


in, it is made into powder puffs. 


But the goose has had greater honors than 


hat. 
Great honors have been paid to it 


among the natives of the Eist. The Bud- 
Ihi'st inonumeuls are often or lamented with 
he firure of a goose, and the ancient Brit- 
ins thought it impious to eat the flesh of 
a goose.
